Dear  Friends: — 

At  this  period  of  the  solar  cycle  we 
mark  the  passage  of  time  with  solemn 
thoughts  nd  prayerful  emotions.  Our 
reflections  are  like  a  pendulum  that 
swings  backward  and  forward.  It  is 
a  singular  opportunity  for  meditation, 
providing  an  annual  retreat  for  the 
soul  with  the  objective  of  attaining 
the  means  of  sane  and  sober  recon¬ 
struction. 

As  this  old  year  passes  into  history, 
people  will  heave  a  sigh  of  relief  at 
its  departure,  for  it  has  been  a  grim 
and  gloomy  strain,  taking  a  heavy 
toll  of  humanity,  from  rich  and  poor 
alike,  and  has  left  suffering  and 
misery  in  its  wake. 

The  New  Year  comes  to  us  an¬ 
nouncing  our  emergence  from  the 
shadows  of  fear  and  terror,  and  we 
greet  and  welcome  it  in  the  spirit 
of  faith  and  confidence.  We  will  to 
believe  that  we  are  headed  in  the 
direction  of  rehabilitation,  restoration 
and  revival  of  good  times,  economi¬ 
cally,  socially  and  spiritually.
